A ‘FREE-FOR-ALL* on mackerel being con- 
sidered by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries has met with some stiff opposition 
from fishermen. With ICES scientists repor- 
ting that stocks are in good shape, Ministry 
officials aro understood to have been toying 
with the idea of abandoning the quota 
system brought in last year. 

This attitude may have changed following mi 
informal moeting in London on Monday with 
representatives of the Cornish FUh Producers’ 
Organisation and the Fish Producers’ Organisa- 
tion, which covers vessels from the English east 
coast.

ALL THE EEC monev for 
compensation to those 
who suffered in last 
winter's storms had been 
allocated to local 
authorities and the 
farmers' self-help fund. 

Applications for aid to the 
Government from several 
fishing groups, including the 
Fisheries Organisation Socie- 
ty. have been rejected. 

Edward Bishop, Minister 
of State, Agriculture and 
Fisheries, in a written reply to 
('hristnpher Brocklehank- 
Fowler, Tory MP for North- 
VVosL Norfolk, said that the 
MAFK has received compen- 
sation requests for fishermen 
affected by the east coast 
floods from Enstcrn Sea 
Fisheries Jo in I Committee. 
FOS, Norfolk County Council 
and Deni and Walmer 
Fishermen's Association. 

Mr. Bishop said that Mr. 
Silkin, his minister, had con- 
sidered carefully whether it 
would be possible to make 
assistance available to the 
fishing industry, but hud 
regretfully concluded that it 
was not practicable. 

"The Government has 
decided that we must adhere 
to the policy of successive 
Governments not to provide 
compensation for lusses due 
to natural hazards from (he 
Exchequer, and the only 
funds therefore that we have 
nt our disposal are from the 
small but welcome contribu- 
tion from Community 
sources." 

'I’b at money had been 
allocated to local authorities 
and the farmers’ self-help 
fund because of the large 
number who had suffered and 
the impossibility of helping 
all. 

Mr. Bishop suggests that, 
in the circumstances, local 
authorities were "the most 
appropriate source of 
assistance" to fishermen.
